tended 
to give the distinguished group who 
attended an impression of America 
at war 
which never before

been vouchsafed any sim ilar group. 


The purpose was to impress th* 
audience w ith the trem endous

th at lies ahead and to erase any 
idea th at the ending of the war is 
just around the com er. There was 
optim ism and there was pessimism. 
T here was a business-like presen­ 
tation by each division of the War 
departm ent of its work, and cer­ 
tainly there was a better explan­ 
ation th an has heretofore b e f n 
available as to why c h a n g e s in 
specifications are m ade necessary 
bv battlefront conditions. 


There was emphasis, too, on the 
failure to provide the weapons in 
the quantity needed by given dale 
T here was discussion of ways and 
m eans of utilizing m anpow er more 
effectively, of com m unity plannii ^ 
and organization to help the war 
workers reduce absenteeism and to 
persuade women to enter war jot

Strong, head of the m ilitary intel­ 
ligence, the visitors knew they '* • * 
being told Hie tru th about tim w *- rn 
situation in a m anner they could 
not have derived it from the frag­ 
m entary headlines or the neces­ 
sarily censored official statem ents 
or war communiques.

some of the speeches were issued 
with certain m ilitary 
inform ation 
properly elim inated but the persons 
who 
attended 
realized 
they 
had 
been given an over-all view of what

As B ernard

Baruch, who was one of the final 
speakers, summed it up, the achieve­ 
ment of industry and labor Is one of 
which this nation can be proud. 
The job thus far is "pretty good 
he said, but ’’not good enough." 


IV ider Publicity Need Seen 


It is unfortunate th at more peo­ 
ple could not have heard the talks 
One wonder whether, m inus oerta; 
m ilitary inform ation, the talks and 
graphs and m aps and charts and 
certain data could not be given the 
American people regularly by the 
W ar departm ent and perhaps also 
by the Navy departm ent It certain­ 
ly would help immensely in per­ 
suading the American people that

W hen one sees the
